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DIARY OF A VAGABOND

It has been some time since the 
[two governments of Canada and the 
‘United States started negotiations 
\for the Columbia River development 
|project. Hardly, had the ink dried on 
newspaper headings announcing that 
the B.C. and Federal Governments 
had found the solution to their dis- 
‘agreement and the treaty 
‘the two countries was about to be 
signed, when TI discovered a news 
jtem in the Christian Science Monitor 
that had eluded me in our own Metro- 
‘politan dailies. : 

Perhaps I am aware of water prob- 
lems and those of potential power de- 
,velopments because of my exposure 
to such gigantic undertakings as the 
Grand Rapids project in Northern 
Manitoba and the earth rolled dam in 
Saskatchewan. I wrote about them 
two summers ago, 

To the south of us there are states 
starving for water. Now an imagin- 
ative proposal has been made by a 
Los Angeles firm to develop North 
American water resources on a mas- 
sive seale. And because most of the 
water the Parsons Company visual- 
izes for their project has sources in 
Canada, I am going to quote directly 
from the article. 

“It, (the Parsons’ Plan), would 
meet much ‘of the continent's. foresee- 
able water needs for 100 years, in- 
cluding those of northern Mexico. 

“It would pay for itself in half that 
time at an estimated cost, including 
financing, of $100 billion. 

“It would make possible eight 
times as much new irrigated land in 
Mexico as theg@{swan High Dam will 
be giving Egypt. 

Water for Canada 

“It would give extra water to two 


between 


Canadian provinces, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, as well as big blocks 
of power clear across Ganada to 
Quebec. 


“It would double California's water 
, Supply, give large additional supplies 
jto Texas and to the mountain states, 
iand even send some to the Eastern 
Seaboard. 

“It would ‘increase by 50 per cent 
the hydroelectric power output of 
Niagara Falls, lifting the water level 
‘of the Great Lakes in the process. 

“It might, indeed, open up the 
Northwest Passage that history says 
was a lodestat to the exploration of 
this continent and make transcontin- 
ental ship navigation really possible. 

Reservoir Proposed 

“Briefgy, the plan would convert 
the so-called Rocky Mountain Trench 
of British Columbia, adjacent to 
Banff and Jasper National Parks, 
into a 500-mile-long storage reservoir. 
It collects about 20 per cent of the 
surplus water from the Fraser, Yu- 
kon, Peace; Athabasca, and other 
rivers. 

“One ‘canal. system would cut 
across Canada to Lake Superior, pro- 
viding a navigable waterway from 
Vancouver, B:C. Another, by an in- 
tricate series of lift-pump systems, 
would flow south.

100 PERCENT ACROSS CANADA 


‘The pasteurization picture in 
Canada is sharply defined in On- 
tarlo and Saskatchewan and 
‘brushed in various forms and de- 
grees of detail in the other eight 
provinces. é 

With the co-operation of pro- 
vincial departments of health, 4 
survey conducted by the Health 
League in 1963 shows the con- 
trast in interest in the health pro- 
tection of pasteurization. 


SASKATCHEWAN—90 percent 
of all milk sold in villages, towns, 
and cities is pasteurized. In rural 
areas only about 10 percent of 
fhilk consumed is not pasteurized. 
Pasteurization is compulsory in all 
cities and towns of 1,000 or more 
and almost all centres having 4 
population in excess of 500 have 
pasteurization either by local by- 
law or by Order-in-Couneil. 


ALBERTA — 90-95 percent of 
milk sold by retail is pasteurized,

NEW OUT-PATIENT 
BENEFITS 


| eeerrerrrermerentns TESST 
Effective July 1st, residents of On- 
tario who are covered by Ontario 
Insurance will be entitled to 
five additional out-patient benefits. 
‘These benefits were predicted by Hon. 
James N. Allan, Provincial Treasurer, , 
when he announced the increase in 
budget speech on February 12th this 
year. The new premiums, which be- 
come payable with the regular ad- 
vance payment to cover the benefit 
month of October, are $3.25 monthly 
for a single person, ‘and $6.50 monthly 
for a family. 
“This ie the second extension of out- 
patient benefits since the plan began 
on January ist, 1959," stated Dr. J. B. 
Neilson, Chairman of the Ontario 
Hospital Services Commission in 
making the announcement. “The ben- 
efits are designed,” he went on, “to 
cover.a number of services which are 
provided mainly by hospitals and | 
which, if not insured, could create | 
considerable expense for the person 
who must make repeated visits to the 
hospital out-patient department as 
part of a planned course of treat- 
ment.”

Why is-it that many conservation 
chibs, sports writers and individual 
anglers endeavour to fix the blame. 
for the spread of coarse fish directly 
on their fellow anglers. 

When speaking to anglers separate- 
ly, each makes the claim that dump- 
ing left-over minnows in lakes is a 
poor practice and that they person- 
ally do not dump residual minnows 
overboar€’ themselves, but feel that 
other anglers do. 

Perhaps the common belief that 
anglers are responsible for the spread 
of coarse fish stems from the fact 
that the angler is probably the most 
vulnerable target. 

“Certainly there is a pronounced 
lack of evidence that anglers are re- 
sponsible. In the many instances

consideration. One is that few anglers 
carry coarse fish for bait, and second- 
ly few anglers dump 
fish in lakes. 

It is probably -because angler 
groups have over the years been 
prone to take the blame for the 
spread of coarse fish that they have 
lost sight of other logical ways in 
which coarse fish find their way from 
one body of water to another without 
the help of mankind. : 

First, it should be realized that in 
some of our local trout waters ‘ther 
are already numbers of coarse fish 
that have gone unnoticed by anglers 
because of their scarcity, and 4f such, 
instances are not harmful or compet- 
itive to trout. 

Beaver damming of outlet creeks 
often will flood low lying areas of 
| shorelines creating. a perfect habitat 
for such fishes as perch, sunfish or 
rock bass. When this occurs coarse 
fish increase rapidly and become not- 
icable to anglerf and can become 
competitive to trout populations ¢€x- 
jstent in these same waters. 

Lakes with steep gradients away 
from their shorelines do not provide 
a suitable habitat for these coarse 
shallow water fishes. 

In this respect anglers could well 
be accepting the responsibility for in-

What other ways are there that en- 
able coarse fish to spread from one 
body of water to another?

Rare white rhinos sail for new 
life on Alberta’s game. farm 


Two square-lipped white rhinos, 


a species of wild life that was al- 


most extinct 44 years ago, re- 
cently left the port of Durban, 
South Africa, on a 3,500 sea voy- 
age to Canada's Alberta game 
farm, near Edmonton, 


The animals, reared in. Natal's 
vast Umfolosi game reserve where 
summer temperatures reach 100 
degrees and more, will begin a 
new life—and a Canadian family 
of rhinos—in latitudes where win- 
ter temperatures can plummet to 
50 degrees below ‘zero.

wild life conservationist and 
founder of the Alberta game 
farm, has no fears for the sur- 
vival of his burly new charges. 
His game park, a 1,000-acre re- 
serve of natural grass and 
woodland, already contains spe- 
cles of contented African animal 
life—camels eland and zebra. 


Watching the two rhinos being 
hoisted aboard the freighter in 
Durban Harbor, Oeming said: 
“They will be acclimatized to our 
conditions, ‘The rhinos will reach 
Alberta in the Canadian spring. 
We have wonderful summer graz- 
ing—and temperatures of 85 de- 
grees—so they will be deep in fat 
when winter comes. 


“And when it gets really cold 
they will have the use of insulated 
Stables if they feel. the need for 
shelter.” ~ 


Oeming has set aside 12 acres 
of grassland, on which white 
rhino graze, for the two animals. 
There will also be muddy holes 
in which they love to wallow. He 
has sent a site plan to Alberta so 
the rhino location will be prepared 
by the time the ahimals arrive. 


The Natal parks board se- 
lected two perfect specimens to 
help Oeming establish Canada's 
own rhino colony, The animals 
were ‘skillfully brought down 
with drugged darts and put into 
massive steel-strengthened 
crates for the journey by road 
to Durban and the long sea 
voyage to Canada. 


Weighing 3,300 pounds and in 
a temper, 64-year-old Thombo- 


.} tint ‘(small bush) stamped about 


in his crate and rocked a three- 
ton motor truck as though it were 
a toy. African dock laborers 
handling the giant crate fled in 
terror, A nonchalant Zulu fore- 
man brought them back, 
‘trembling.

Why does my 385 hp. outboard 
run for a while than quit when 
I'm trolling? 

It's likely the plugs foul up. 
This happens to a lot of older 
outboards, when they run at 
low rpm’s for any length of 
time. There’s fot much you can 
do, You might pick up a smaller 
motor. Let the 35 get you to 
where you want to troll, then 
hang out a tiny kicker for the 
actual fishing. . 


I can’t get my boat down to the 
2\,mph,. required for trolling. 
What should: I do? 

Having you tried rowing? Or 

.». trailing a pail behind the 
boat? If the motor won't run 
slow enough, cut out a disc of 
tin or wood a little smaller 
than the diameter of the propel- 
ler circle, then wire it over the 
prop. This cuts the prop’s ef- 
ficiency and lets you run the 
motor a little faster... then 
the plugs won't foul.

Aquatic plants 
are indicators of the fertility of cer- 
tain bodies of water and the various 
species of wildlife that this valuable 
crop of vegetation will support. 

Lakes*®wvithout vegetation may well 
be more favourable to swimmers and 
operators of watercraft, but outside 
of water sports, have little more to 
offer than one would find in his bath- 
tub at home, 

Fish life is dependent upon aquatic 


vegetation for cover, 50 that other 
larger piscivorous species can not 
easily seek them out and devour 


them. Some fisn feed upon aquatic 
vegetation in part. Trappers who trap 
in large marshes are fully dware of 
the importance of aquatic vegetation 
to muskrats and other fur bearing 
animals. Wildfowl are dependent on 
aquatic plants for both. food and 
cover, Wild ducks feed heavily upon 
aquatic vegetation and use the emer- 
gent species such as ‘cattails and bul- 
rushes for cover while nesting and 
rearing their young. 

Marsh wrens, red-winged black- 
birds, rails, bitterns,  ete., depend 
heavily upon aquatic vegetation for 
cover and food. 

From a wildlife point of view 
aquatic plants can not be considered 
as “weeds” because of their vast im- 
portance as a crop to support valu- 
able fish and game species. 

‘Those who encounter problems with 
this type of vegetation may well con- 
\sider aquatic plants as “weeds” whdh 
they are looked tipon merely for their 
“nuisance value’ where boating or 
swimming is concerned. 

‘Aquatic chemical eradicants are 
now very much to the fore for de- 
stroying aquatic vegetation. Some o 
the chemicals on the market are safe 
for use around docks and swimming 
beaches providing, of course, that the 
chemical is applied in the exact 
amount, at the proper time, and that 
all precautions respecting swimming 


and drinking water from the treated | 


area are observed. However, if all 
precautions are not taken both by the 
applicator of the chemical and those 
who use the water during the period 
of treatment and during 4 certain 
length of time after treatment. is ap- 
plied there is a chance that fish life 
can be adveraely affected, and a pos- 
sible health hazard for those who use 
the water in the treated area before 
the chemicals have properly dispersed 
or dissipated, , ;

Sub-section 1 of Section 28b reads 
as follows:—A “permit is required 
before anyone may add any substance 
to any body of water for the purpose 
of killing or affecting plants, inverte- 
brates, fish, insects, snails. oy other 
living things, except as otherwise 
provided in the regulations made un- 
der this Act. 

Two regulations passed an March 
1963 have established exemptions as 
follows: 

1.* Where a person adds any sub- 
stance for any purpose set out in sub- 
section 1 of section 28b of the Act to 
any well, lake, pond or reservoir that 

(a) is located wholly . within the 
boundaries of land that is owned or 
in the lawful possession of the per- 
son by whom or on whose behalf the

other than by percolation, into a well,

BOATING WITH STAN DAVIES 


Getting a boat ready for the 
water in this day of fibre glass 
and aluminum, often means just 
a wash job. But sometimes even 
that can suffer complications as 
a few of the following questions 
from letters indicate. 


Q. My aluminum boat was out 
all winter in the snow, and 
it’s covered with dirty stains. 
How do I get them off? 

A. If household cleansers won't 
touch them... and I know 
sometimes they won't... 
try pot scouring pads, the 
kind with the soap already 
in. Try fine steel wool, try 
fruit -acids like citric and 
tartaric (you know how 
stewed rhubard .cleans an 
aluminum pot) BUT don’t use 
lye or cleaning products con- 
taining lye. It will eat holes 
in aluminum. 


Q. The shine has gone off my 
fibre glass boat, it’s pitteod 
and atched around the water 
line. What can I do? 

A. Try the rubbing compound 
they use on car bodies. It’s 
@ paste which carrfes an ab- 
rasive . but it’s special. 
The abrasive cuts quickly at 
first, but it’s soft, and soon 
breaks down into a powder 
which polishes. Follow the 
rubbing compound with a 
cat of wax, 

Q. You once told how to build 
a stand for spring tune-up 
of an outboard motor. Can 
you, repeat’ details” 

A. A stand for an outboard will 
vary with size of motor: Ac- 
companying sketch shows the 
one I'm using at present for 
an 18 hp. It would need a 

little extra bracing for a 100 

hp. , 

'Q. I'm buying a plywood boat. 
In a couple of places the 
wood is springy, as though 
the plywood had separated. 
Is this bad? 

A. No, it’s not bad, it's terrible. 
Make sure the price is low 
enough so that you have 
money left to replace this 
“springy” plywood .. . some- 
thing you'll have to do very 
soon, This problem is called 
de-lamination. It’s something 
you look for in buying @ 
second hand plywood boat. 

Q. Can I paint a fibre glass 


boat, which I'm buying?

At least 55 persons were killed in 
accidents in Canada during the week- 
jend and Quebec and Ontario led the 
death toll with 21 fatalities each. 

A survey by the Canadian Press 
from 6 p.m. Friday to midnight Sun- 
'day local times showed traffic accid- 
-ents accounted for 38 deaths. There 
were 13 drownings, two deaths in‘a 
fire and two deaths by other causes, 

Eighteen of Quebec's fatalities were 
in traffic accidents, two were drown- 
ings and one man died when he fell

11 road deaths, eight in drowning 
accidents and two by fire. 

Of Manitoba’s seven dead, six were 
killed in traffic mishaps and one_per- 
son was drowned. ;

Newfoundland, Prince Edward Isl- 
and, New Brunswick, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta reported no fatal accid- 
ents.
